SITUATION AT PONCE. 

city Was Flooded and Three Hundred 
Persons Drowned. 

Ponce, Aug. IL— The worst storm 
erer experienced here struck this place 
Tuesday morning at 9 o'cloCli and last- 
ed two hours. It came from the north- 
Mat PoBM was flooded at midnight, 
and at least 300 persons were drowned. 
Two hundred bodies, mostly those of 
poor people, and Including many Chil- 
dren, have been recovered. 

All the buildings are damaged and 
hundreds have been destroyed. The 
soldiers and firemen worked all night 
heroically saving lives. 

There is no drinking water, gas or 
•leetrie light The oonunissary atorea 
at Playa were destroyed, the city is 
short of food and the army officers are 
distributing rations. 

Fifteen vessels in the harbor were 
driven aahore.. 

The weather bureau predicted the 
storm, but It is claimed Ponce was not 

warned. A mob of i.ooo persons threat- 
ened the alcalde, Porrota Poria. but 
they were dispersed by the Fifth caval- 
ry. The alcalde has been deposed on 
account of negligence. Major Myers of 
the Bleventh infantry is acting as al- 
ealde In response to popular demand. 

Abonita, including the barracks, has 
been destroyed, but no lives were lost 
t)>ere. Juan Diaz has been devaBtated. 
Forty-aiz lives were lost there. Ar- 
royo, Guayama. Salinas and San Isa- 
bel are reported to have been totally 
demolished. 

Qananas are the sole food here. The 
peons have gone to Baa Juan and its 
vicinity, which are comparatively un- 
injured.

General Davis Asks Authority to Issue 

Rations to the Destitute. 

Waahington, Aug. 11,— The war de- 
partment received a cablegram from 
General Davis giving fuller details of 
the damage done in Porto Rico by the 
hurricane. .General Davis says a fam- 
ine is itaipendlng and asks authority to 
issue rations to the destitute. The mes- 
aage is dated Thursday and says: 

"Later reports show thnt the hurri- 
cane wan far more severe In Interior 
end southern part of the island than 
here. 

"Patn tor eatimate of number of Por- 
to Btoue iA» h»ve leet everything 

It deficient, bdt I am forced to believe 
the number on the island cannot fall 
below 100,000 souls, and a famine Is 
U^peadlQg. I ask that 2,600,000 ppttDds 
of rice and beans, etjual quantities of 
each, be Immediately shipped on trans- 
ports to Ponce. Some here. Urgent ap- 
peal to all post commanders for food 
for the destitute. Am I authorised to 
relieve dletrese by food isauesT Rice 
and beaM are the only supplies de- 
sired. 

There have been many deaths of na- 
tives by falling walla. So far only one 
floldler reported dangerously injured. 
Several towns reported entirely de- 
molished. As yet have reports from only 
four porta. No reports yet from the 
largest ports. Ponce and Mayagues, but 
they were in the vortex of. the storm. 

At least half of the people in Porto 
Rico subaist entirely on fruit and veg- 
etables and utona baa entirely de- 
stroyed this source of support 

Prompt Action Taken. 
Washington, Aug. 11. — The war de- 
partment hns tnken prompt action on 
General Davis' report. The army trunb>- 
port McPherson has been ordered to 
sail from New York to San Juan and 
Ponce next Monday with supplies to 
relieve the destitute in Porto Rico. 
Acting CommlEsary General Weston 
biu ordered the purchase in New York 



of 600,000 pounds of rice and 600,000 
pounds of beans to be shipped on the 
MoPhiTson. Such other food supplies 
as may be obtained at the time the 
BCePlMrMn sail* will be sent on that 
■hip. • 

Appeal For Aid. 
Washington, Aug. 11.— Secretary 
Root has prepared an appeal to the 
people of the United States for aid to 
those who have suffered in Porto Rico 
by the recent oyclone. This action was 
taken upon receipt of a telegram from 
President McKlnley suggesting that it 
be done. The subsistence department 
•f tbe emy In Porto Rico has been 
directed to reader such temporary aid 
as It can unti) supplies arrive.

Death at IlundH of Savages. 

Victoria. B. C, Aug. 11.— Tbe Count 
Pestitics of Austria, who. with b\s 
countess, has been cruising in the 
southern seas in the yacht Totna, nar- 
rowly escaped death recently at the 
hands of savages. The yacht bad been 
▼laiting the larger of the Solomon isi 
ands, the count Uking many chances 
to secure photographs of bead-hunting 
battles and cannibal feasts, when tho 
savages photographed developed sud- 
den and fierce hostility. 

Tbe count and hia party became sus- 
picious of them Just in time, and re- 
turning to the yacht were fortunate in 
getting a favorable wind. As it war 
the canoes of the cannibals pursued 
them for many miles. 

Question as to a Negro's Status. 

Washington, Aug. 11.— The auditor of 
the treasury for the interior depart- 
ment has raised a question as to a ne- 
gro's rights to Indian funds by disal- 
lowing expenaea for the board and 
medical treatment of John Woodruff, a 
negro from the Pine Ridge agency now 
at the government hospital here. Tbe 
auditor say| these expenses cannot be 
allowed as a charge againat the appro- 
priation for tbe support and subsis- 
tence of the Sioux until the man estab- 
lishes a status as a Sioux Indian. 

Spanish Generals Acquitted. 
Madrid, Aug. 11.— The Gazette pub- 
lishes the verdict of tbe supreme court- 
martial, which, in addition to acquit- 
ting Generals Toral and Pareja of sur- 
rendering Santiago de Cuba without 
having exhausted all the means of de- 
fense) orders an additional inquiry to 
discover the responsibility for the lack 
of means of defense, which necessi- 
tated the capitulation of that place. 

Wrecked Steamers. 
Seattle, Wash., Aug. 11.— Captain 
Mason of tbe steam whaler Jeanie con- 
flrma previous reports of the damage 
done to St. Michaels shipping In the 
storm which raged around and off St, 
Michaels island on July 12. The 
wrecks of 30 river steamera, thrown in- 
discriminately upon the beach of the 
island, bear testimony to the force and 
fury of tbe gale. 

NoK>'o Lynched. 
Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 11.— Will 
Chambers, colored, arrested on a 
charge of criminally assaulting the 14- 
yeer-old daughter of William Watson, 
was lynched by hanging near Bell 
Buckle at an early hour. He was iden- 
tified by bi# victim, who is in a criti- 
cal condition. 

Troops iieudy to Kiiihar';. 
Bombay, Aug. 11. — Preparations are 
about completed for the dispatch of 
12.000 troopa to Boyth Africa. A num- 
ber of transports are In readtness in 
Indian waters, and In the event of 
war troops will be embarked slmul- 
taneonaly here, at Karaehee and at 
Calcutta.

London, Aug. 11. — The Boer orgs 
In London, Tbe Sundard and Diggera^ 
News, publishes a Johannesburg dis- 
patch threatening Great Britain in the 
event of war, saying the Boers are de- 
termined to wreck tbe mines and irre- 
trievably ruin tbe general body of 
shareholders by blowing up miUiona' 
worth of niai liinery, adding that War 
will mean the absolute ruin of Johan- 
neaburg, both as a toWn and as a atfn- 
ing center, and saying: 

"While it will doubtless end in a vic- 
tory for England, the price of that vic- 
tory will be the ruin of thousands who 
ought to consider the price they must 
pay before authorizing the govern- 
ment to declare war." 

Another Jntmnnesburg dispatch, 
however, predicts further concessions, 
and says: 

"The reply of the Transvaal to the 
proposal for a Joint inquiry is being 
delayed until the government has pre- 
pared a scheme granting the outland- 
era Immediate and aubstantial repre- 
sentation, as the Tranavaal will make 
every effort to avert intervention in 
the Internal affairs of the country." 

No Longer King. 
Sau Francisco. Aug. 11.— Alexander 
McDonald, king of the Klondike, haa 
failed. Hie liabilities are estimated at 

16,000,000. His assets are of uncertain 
value. When McDonald went to Eng- 
land a few months ago to organize a 
syndicate to control the transporta- 
tion and provision business of the far 
north he left his affairs in the hands 
of incompetent agents. On his return 
creditors made demanda which he 
could not meet. 

Death on the Trail. 
Victoria, B. C, Aug. 11.— Osborne 
Held and brother of Calgarry, N. W. 
T., who started for Dawson over the 
Edmonton trail 18 months ago, have 
reached here from Glenora. They say 
about a dozen men were lying at Glen- 
ora in various stages of scurvy and 
other sickness, brought on l)y exposure 
and insfiicient food. Some were badly 
frostbitten. They heard of several 
deaths at different points on the trail. 

To Put Down inaurgents. 

Puerto Plata. Aug. 11.— Governor 

Pcppin has movnd to Monte Christi 
with 1.50U men,' infantry and cavalry. 
Tbe uprising in Santo Domingo, Min- 
ister Cordero says, will be put down 
in 15 days. Senor Cordero and Senor 
.Alvarez, the minister of fiiiarKc, landed 
here from an armed steamer, and with 
their ataffa departed immediately tor 
Santiago de Caballeros. 

Double Suicide. 
Arapahoe, Neb,. Aug. 11.— In one ot 
the rooms of the high school building 
were found the bodies of James Blood- 
worth and Miss Grace Cooper. Both 
had been shot through the temple. 
Bloodworth was 21 and Mies Cooper 
was IB. A note signed by them stated 
it was a case of suicide and gave as 
the cause the objection of the girl's 
pi^rents to Bloodworth. 

Kentucky Sllners Strike. 
Midlesboro, Ky., Aug. 11.— One hun- 
dred and fifty coal miners have struck 
at Mingo mines, demanding increased 
wages. The operators had just prom- 
ised to increase wages Sept 1, but the 
miners demanded an Increase to go 
into effect Immediately. It is believed 
all tbe miners la the Middlesboro dis- 
trict wlU strike. 

Civilizing the Cubans. 
Havana, Aug. 11.— The efforts of 
those who have been trying to make an 
example of one for cruelty to animals 
have at laat been sneeessful. Foiloe 
Lieutenant Metcalf gave orders to ar- 
rest two men, one for holding a muls 
and the other for beating the animal 
with a club. They were fined $10 each. 

Kroninan Admitted to Ball. 
New York, Aug. 11.— The Inqnsst 
into the ease of Mrs. Amite Kronman, 
who was murdered in her home last 
Monday, was adjourned until Aug. 22 
to give tbe police time to investigate. 
The ball of Nathan Kronman, the bus* 
band, who is accused of the mvder» 
was fixed at $10,000. 

War Material For Transvaal. 
Lorenzo Marquese, Delagoa Bay, 
Aug. 11,— The German East Africa line 
steamer Reichstag has arrived here 
from Hamburg. Naples and Vombasa 
with 400 cases of cartridges aud other 
war stores tor the TraasvaaL 



Recruits Are Commended For Their 
Bravery by OOlcers of Vt^ou* 
Rcglmenta— Enemy ShCH 
Of Ammunition. 



Manilla, Aug 11.— <}eneral MacAr- 

thur'a troops remained at Calulet. The 
enemy had evidently fled far beyond 
rifle range, for the American outposts 
were not disturbed and not a ahot was 
fired during the night. 

At daybreak a reconnoltering party, 
consisting of a battalion of tbe Seven- 
teenth infantry, with one field piece, 
started up the railroad track toward 
Angeles, four miles north. The party 
aproacbed within 1,200 yards of the 
town and opened fire with the field gun. 
The Americana were received wltJi a 
badly directed rifle fire, which the bat- 
talion of the Seventeenth returned 
with a few volley^i. 

The strength of tbe insurgents at An- 
geles not being known, the situation 
was reported to General MacArthur, 
who did not desire to send relnforbe- 
ments. and directed the reconnoiter- 
ii|g party to return unless the rebels 
abandoned the town. Soon after the 
receipt of these orders it became evi- 
dent that the rebels had set fire to the 
town and fled, leaving the place'to be 
occupied by the Americans. 

A battalion of the Twelfth infantry 
was also sent on a reconnoltering ex- 
pedition towards tbe west, but up to 
noon no word had been received from 
them at General MacArthur's head- 
quarters, and it is believed that they 
encountered nothing. Everything indi- 
cates that the Filipinos have scattered 
for miles In every direction around 
Calulet. 

The Insurgents lost heavily In the 
fighting around Calulet. It is believed 
100 were killed and 800 or 400 wound- 
ed. The Iowa regiment killed SO in one 
placf. and one company of the Seven- 
teenth suddenly encountered a party 
in a trench and killed 12. 

The American loea waa 6 killed and 
SI wounded. Including three offlcers. 

The attack was a complete surprise 
to tbe insurgents, who had no idea that 
a movement was intended until the ar- 
mored car opened a deadly fire with 
two gatllnga, a revolving cannon and 
a six-pounder. The heavy artillery 
opened on both flanks a moment later. 
A majority of the Filipinos were 
asleep when tbe attack was made. 
Men with large bella were heard run- 
ning among the shacks arousing the 
soldiers. 

The Americans mslntsined s most 
perfect line four miles long, through 
canebrakes, where they could see noth- 
ing ahead. Tlie rnud in places waa 
knee deep in tbe rice flelds and Jun- 
gles, and through the ditehea flowed 
"mail rivers soveral feet deep 

The Filipinos tried to ambush the 
Americans several times, tbe country 
In the neighborhood being well adapt- 
ed to theee ta^tiea, but the troops stop- 
ped for nothing, forcing their way 
through or over obstacles and firing 
whenever they oould looate the fleeing 
enemy. 

The offlcers highly commend the re- 
cruits of the various regiments. 

There is T<ea8on to believe the re- 
ports recently received that the insur- 
gents had only 40 rounda of ammuni- 
tion each, and that five rounds extra 
were Issued Just before the flght. 

Since the American occupation of 
San Fernando the rebels have torn up 
three miles of railroad between there 
and Calulet, and it ia impoaaible to 
get tbe armored car more than two 
mtles beyond San Fernando. 

Otis' Cablesram. 
Washington, Aug. 11. — General Otis 
cabled tbe war department aa follows: 
"MacArthur has taken possession of 
Santa Rita, reconnoitered Berac, An- 
galea and other points. Insurgents 
driven north. One casualty Thursday. 
Condition ot roada makea movements 
of troopa dlficult. but It Is considered 
necessary to open up this section of 
country, as it virtually gives control of 
province of Bataan and relieves lohab- 
itanta there." 



Otto Win Remain. 
Waahington, Aug. 11.— Major General 

Otis will remain In supreme command 
of the Philippine islands. Should be 
request to be relieved Major General 
Lawton will be assigned to duty as 
his successor. This is the decision 
reached by the president and Secretary 
Root during their conferences at Lake 
Champlain.

Plattsburg, N. Y., Aug. 11.— Colonel 
L. V. W. Kennon had a long talk with 
the president regarding the situation in 
Cuba. Colonel Kennon haa been on 
General Brooke's staff at Havana as 
adjutant general for civ'l affairs. He 
arrived at the hotel In company with 
General Guy V. Henry and was Imme- 
diately hurried into the president's 
rooms. He talked with President Mc- 
Kinley for nearly an hour and went 
over tbe entire Cuban situation with 
him.

Washington, Aug. 11.— General Car- 
los Garcia of Cuba waa engaged In the 

presentation to army officials of plans 
for the organization of Cuban militia. 
The plan preaented ia to organize sev- 
eral regiments from among the sol- 
diers who fought for Cuban independ- 
ence into a force which shall consti- 
tute a national guard and at the same 
time perform duties similar to those 
of tbe gendarmie of Suropean coun- 
tries.
